only about 100 followers. 

A dozen small groups, scattered 
in every direction, were declared by 
the Government to be all that was 
left of the rebel column, which it 
is stated never exceeded 1000 men. 
Vera Cruz dispetches say the main 
group captured by the Government 
troops numbered more than 650 
and that all were from the units 
which marched out of the Maxie 
City garrison the night of Oct. 2. 

To guard against bandits, at- 
tempting to take advantage of the 
situation. the government has or- 
deréd an adequate escort of Fed- 
eral soldiers for every freight and 
passenger train.
